‘GOVERNOR WOUDS DEAD. 


Rather an Eventful Career Ended. 

Ex-Governor George L. Woods died 
at Portland, Or., yesterday aftera long 
and painful illness. Deceased was 58 
yearg old. He went to Oregon in 1844; 
was a Presidential elector for Lincoln; 
was elected Governor of Oregon in 
1866, and in 1871 was appointed Gov- 
ernor of Utah by President Grant. 
Since 1875 he has been living on the 
Pacific Coast practicing law. 

Governor Woods was qnite well 
known here, he having, been at one 
time President of the N. ic. & O. Rail- 
road Company. He was acting as 
President at the time when the row 
started by which Mr. Scoville was 
shot and killed and D. W. Balch was 
shot through the lungs. His success 
in politics was due to his oratorical 
power more than to anything else, for 
he was a man of no very strong con- 
victions, but was more of an adven- 
turer than anything else." He was a 
good fellow, however, and the GazeTrr 
regrets to chronicle his demise.

COOKING UNDER WATER. 


It’s wigs Enough to Do When You 
Know How. 


A Diving Expert Relates an Extraordinary 
Fish Story Which Rather Takes the 
Cake; Also the Other Fellow’s 
Hundred Dollars. 


“T believe,” said George W. Fuller, the 
veteran diving expert, in conversation 
with a Boston Globe writer s few days 
ago, ‘that I was the first man to ever 
catch a fish, dress it and cook it, all un- 
der water, and then bring it to the sur- 
facein a perfectly palatable and appe- 
tizing shape.” 

**How did you come to do that?” ques- 
tioned the writer. 

“It was this way,” replied Mr Fuller. 
sitting back in hischairand balf closing 
his eyes, as if to recail all the circum- 
stances of this most curious of diving 
experiments ‘You see,! had been talk- 
ing with some of the boys. telling them 
about what I could do, and all that, and, 
if I remember rightly, | made the asser- 
tion that I could catch a fish, dress it, 
cook it under water and bring it up to 
the surface in good shape for eating, 
without wetting it a particle. Of course 
every body wasincredulous, and one man, 
who was even more. incredulous than the 
rest, offeréd to bet me $100 that I could 
not doit. Of course I felt sure that I 
could, and, though itlooks strange to you 
now, you can see how it was done after 
I have finished mystory. As | thought 
[ had a pretty good show of winning, 
and the man seemed véry anxious to bet, 
I put up my money, and when asked 
when I wanted the affair to come off 
I set a day about a week ahead, as I had 
some preparations to. make The date 
was agreeable to all parties concerned, 
and other things were@@pked of.

Put- 
ting on my suit I went. to the bottom 
and securely fastened.the barre! to some 
rocks with ropes to make sure that it 
would neither rise to the. ‘surface nor 
floataway Mind you, I had the barrel 
raised about three feet from the bottom, 
and at this time, as a matter of course, 
it was filled with water. -After I had 
seeured it I stooped: down and crawled’ 
up into it, standing erect upon the bot- 
tom. When | crawléd in the barrel was 
full of. water, but as I staid-under there

An Experiment on the Growler That Wal 
Not the Howling Success Its Captain 
Had Predicted—A Fire Afarm 

and Its Results. ~”’ 


About the time the closing’ scenes of 
the late war were being enacted, says 
the Louisville Courier-Joural, several 
steamboats were burned, one after an- 
other, at various points on the Ohio ana’ 
Mississippi rivers at their tributaries. 
A singular fatality seemed to have be- 
fallen them, as one after another fell 
victims.to the flames. Finally, : 
the last one burned—the ill-fated Sul- 
tana—there came .a feeling of relief. 
Still, with the regained confidence, the 
owners and officers of steamboats took 
every precaution to protect the lives 
and property entrusted to their care. 
The Government grew more exacting in 
enforcing its licenses and laws. New 
life-saving inventions were imposed 
upon the boats until it was almost an 
impossibility for a boat to be lost by 
fire, or the life of a passenger or one of 
the officers or crew to be sacrificed. 
Every-captain felt it his personal duty 
to look after the safety of his boat and 
the passengers under his charge. 

Suddenly an idea sprung up, and‘was 
seized upon as being a: very good and 
sensible one if properly carried out. It 


was to organize the officers of a boat into 


a sort of a fire brigade and drill them in 
such a manner’ that in case of fire each 
man would understand his duty and be 
found athis post when called upon in 
the hour of danger and need. The cap- 
tain was to rush to the roof; ring the 
big bell to sound the alarm; the pilots 
were to stand at the wheel until ordered 
to desert it by the captain; the clerks 
were to rush to the office and save the 
books, money and papers; the steward 
and cabin-boys were to make their way 
to the rooms and arouse the passengers; 
one engineer was to stand by his engines, 
while the other was to remain at the 
pumps; the mates were to apply and di- 
rect the hose; the deckhands, rousta- 
bouts and firemen were to throw the 
stages and life-boats overboard. Thus 
every man on the boat had some special 
duty to perform as soon as the alarm of 
‘‘fire” was given. 

Of course rehearsals were necessary 
and frequent to make the men perfect in 
the performance of their duties. The 
experiment soon became such a success 
that quite a number of boats adopted 
the plan and began boasting of their suc- 
cess. 

Among these may be mentioned old 
Jim Crowder, captain and owner of the 
one-boilered, flat-bowed, stern-wheel 
steamer Growler. * The Growler towed 
rafts and did a general business on the 
bosom of the upper Bitterwater -and 
could run down stream like a wild loco- 
motive when she was feeling good. Cap- 
tain Jim and bis crew had formed them- 
selves into a fine brigade and he was 
very proud of their performances. One 
day he received an order to go fifteen 
miles up the river and bring down near- 
ly two hundred negro wood-choppers +o 
Before start- 
ing he invited a few friends to accom- 
pany him up and back on the trip. 

Said he: ‘‘I want to show you coming 
back how my new fire brigade works. 
It’s a success.” 

The guests stepped aboard, and, all 
being in readiness, the Growler started 
up the river after the wood-choppers, 
who were on the bank awaiting her ar- 
rival. After taking them on board she 
turned her head down the narrow 
stream, the decks black with wood- 
choppers. Old Captain Jim had posted 
his crew and he wanted them to ‘‘show 
off’ before his friends. Getting them 
together he led them down to the fore- 
castle with the remark: ‘‘Now, you fel- 
lers stand right here and I'll show you 
something you never saw befo’.
